This city has many places of historic 


interest. Fort Crawford, with its massive 
stoce wal's, and iron gratad windows, 
with its largo timber*, tell the .story of 
the past, when the Indians roamed over 
these prairies anU blulls. Not far from 
tbe Fort is the brick house whore Gen- 
eral Zachary Taylor liveiJ, also naar by 
is the old government burial ground 
where there are interments as far back as 
1S29. Near the city is a place known as 
the "Ackorly furm", where the Indians 
nearly sixty yearn ago committed a brutal 
massaciv, killing aud scalping tho father

From the testimony of "Little Suu," 
who was taken with others for these 
murders, I take the following, said ha:

When tho people frora tho village reached 
the house the father was dead and tho 
Indians gone. The child was lying in a 
pool of blood supposed to be dead, one 
of tbe neighbors wrapped her in his 
pockot hankerclnef, carried her homa; 
some hi<ura later ia preparing her lor 
burial, sbe was fonnd to be still breath 
ing, and by careful nursing and tender 
care junder a kind Providence, was re- 
stored to health. 


I was in formed by our son that this 


woman, so mutilated when a child, was 
still living at Frenchtown, two miles 
north of this place. Being much inter- 
ested in the case, Mrs. C. and myself 
visited her. Sho is ot French descent, 
has had a family of ten 
ctildren, somo 


of whom are now living;, her daughter, a 
bright girl ot 18 or 20 acting as interpre- 
ter. In telling her of tho interest we 
felt in her early history, she kindly show- 
ed us the scars made by the cruel In- 
dian, the oue across her neck was fully 
3 inches long; tho one on her head cov- 
ered nearlv tho top and back part, and is 
entirely bare of hair; her hip uad shoul- 
der trouble her to this day. S he is still 
able to share in the duties ot tho homp, 
and is nearly CO years of ago.
